Rejections against claims 1-9, 21-23, 28, 42 and 49-50 have been rendered 
moot by their cancellations. 

Rejections against claims 1-3. 8. 21-23, 28. 41. 42 and 49-50 under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 02(b) as being anticipated by either Ermolaev or Paulrai 

Rejections against claims 1-3, 8, 21-23, 28, 41, 42 and 49-50 have been 
rendered moot by their cancellations.
